Many  persons  contributing  moderate  amounts 
must  take  the  places  of  the  few  giving  large  sums.”

Beer  and  Beethoven 

When,  on  Wednesday  evening  and  in  the  sacrosanct  confines  of 
Symphony  Hall,  on  Huntington  Avemie,  Arthur  Fiedler  brings  down 
his  baton  for  the  opening  measures  of  “Poet  and  Peasant”  or  “Turkish 
March.”  and  the  first  trim  waitress  rushes  the  first  schooner  of  beer 
at  “Pops,”  Boston  will  be  reviving  one  of  its  most  agreeable  and 
representative  American  traditions^ — beer  and  good  music.  For  forty- 
eight  years  now.  after  Boston’s  regular  Symphony  season  is  over,  the 
orchestra  chairs  in  that  auditorium,  which  stands  as  a memorial  to 
the  devotion  to  music  of  Major  L.  Higginson,  have  been  removed,  small 
tables  instituted  in  their  place  for  the  service  of  liquid  refreshments  and 
ices,  and  a composite  orchestra  has  offered  a six-week  nightly  program 
of  music  a little  less  strictly  classical  than  that  upon  which  Dr,  Muck 
or  Dr.  Koussevitzky  would  insist.  I'rohibition  failed  to  dim  the  simple 
joys  of  “I*ops,”  and  now  the  old  order  of  good  brew  is  to  be  restored 
amid  universal  rejoicing. 

Only,  however,  by  virtue  of  the  early  start  of  its  summer  music 
season  does  Boston  lay  claim  to  greater  fame  in  this  regard  than  other 
American  cities,  where  from  now  on  hundreds  of  concert  halls,  beer 
gardens,  and  public  parks  will  furnish  forth  Beethoven  and  Pilsener  to 
audiences  thirsty  for  both.  Music,  as  everyone  knows,  is  always  a little 
less  formal,  and  hence  has  a wider  appeal,  when  accompanied  by  a 
tall  schooner  of  light  brew,  and  nobody  has  ever  submitted  that  the 
beer  was  less  agreeable  for  the  music.  A happy  warm  weather  tradition 
lives  again,  and  it  is  one  in  which  even  the  sternest  can  discover  scant 
excuse  to  play  the  Cato.

The  Guardian  awakens  his  marionettes  and  their  play  begins.  The  Shah,  tired 
of  his  wife,  takes  the  guardian’s  advice  to  put  her  to  sleep  with  the  aid  of  a 
scarf,  which  has  been  saturated  Avith  a narcotic.  This  opens  the  way  for  the 
entry  of  the  Favorite,  who  is  brought  in  by  her  two  youthful  brothers.  During 
the  ensuing  love  scene,  the  Shah’s  Avife  aAvakens.  She  plans  revenge  but  first 
puts  the  guardian  in  her  stead  under  the  cloak  with  Avhich  she  has  been 
covered.  In  the  meantime,  the  Favorite  Avishes  to  enforce  her  position  and 
sBdy  lures  the  Shah  to  a place  from  Avhere  he  is  unable  to  prevent  her  murder- 
ing the  supposed  Avife.  But  her  coAvardly  deed  enrages  the  Shah  to  strangle 
her  Avith  his  OAvn  hands,  only  to  be  stabbed  in  turn  by  the  returning  brothers. 
When  the  Wife  enters  the  scene  and  perceives  the  gruesome  outcome  of  her 
jealousy,  she  calls  her  attendants  to  mourn  the  loss  with  her.  Now  the  Guardian 
rolls  out  from  under  the  cloak,  halts  his  marionettes’  play  and  sends  them 
back  to  their  mechanical  existence,  appearing  fully  satisfied  A\dth  the  scene  they 
have  enacted  Avith  him.

Koussevitzky  to  Lead  Symphonies  Abroad 

Serge  Koussevitzky,  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra, 
sailed  for  Europe  today  to  conduct  the  first  May  festival  in  London 
since  the  World  AVar,  He  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Koussevitzky.

Symphony  Readjustments 

AVrites  AVilliam  J.  Henderson  in  the  Veto  York  Sun:  “It  is  evident 
that  orchestral  concerts  will  have  to  be  supported  by  the  general  public 
in  some  way,  because  the  few  wealthy  men  who  hacked  tlieni  cannot 
longer  do  so.  The  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  has  a list  of  guarantors 
filling  several  pages  of  its  program  book.  That  looks  like  a possible 
solution  of  the  problem.  Many  persons  contributing  moderate  amounts 
must  take  the  places  of  the  few  giving  large  sums.”

Beer  and  Beethoven 

AVhen,  on  AVednesday  evening  and  in  the  sacrosanct  confines  of 
Symphony  Hall,  on  Huntington  Avenue,  Arthur  Fiedler  brings  down 
his  baton  for  the  opening  measures  of  “Poet  and  Peasant”  or  “Turkish 
March,”  and  the  first  trim  waitress  rushes  the  first  schooner  of  beer 
at  “Pops,”  Boston  will  be  reviving  one  of  its  most  agreeable  and 
representative  American  traditions — beer  and  good  music.  For  forty- 
eight  years  now.  after  Boston’s  regular  Symphony  season  is  over,  the 
orchestra  chairs  in  that  auditorium,  which  stands  as  a memorial  to 
the  devotion  to  music  of  Major  L.  Higginson,  have  been  removed,  small 
tables  instituted  in  their  place  for  the  service  of  liquid  refreshments  and 
ices,  and  a composite  orchestra  has  offered  a six-week  nightly  program 
of  music  a little  less  strictly  classical  than  that  upon  which  Dr.  Muck 
or  Dr.  Koussevitzky  would  insist.  Prohibition  failed  to  dim  the  simple 
joys  of  “Pops,”  and  now  the  old  order  of  good  brew  is  to  be  restored 
amid  universal  rejoicing. 

Only,  however,  by  virtue  of  the  early  start  of  its  summer  music 
season  does  Boston  lay  claim  to  greater  fame  in  this  regard  than  other 
American  cities,  where  from  now  on  hundreds  of  concert  halls,  beer 
gardens,  and  public  parks  will  furnish  forth  Beethoven  and  Pilsener  to 
audiences  thirsty  for  both.  Music,  as  everyone  knows,  is  always  a little 
less  formal,  and  hence  has  a wider  appeal,  when  accompanied  by  a 
tall  schooner  of  light  brew,  and  nobody  has  ever  submitted  that  the 
beer  was  less  agreeable  for  the  music.  A happy  warm  weather  tradition 
lives  again,  and  it  is  one  in  which  even  the  sternest  can  discover  scant 
excuse  to  play  the  Cato.

During 
the  ensuing  love  scene,  the  Shah’s  wife  awakens.  She  plans  revenge  but  first 
puts  the  guardian  in  her  stead  under  the  cloak  with  which  she  has  been 
covered.  In  the  meantime,  the  Favorite  wishes  to  enforce  her  position  and 
slyly  lures  the  Shah  to  a place  from  where  he  is  unable  to  prevent  her  murder- 
ing the  supposed  wife.  But  her  cowardly  deed  enrages  the  Shah  to  strangle 
her  with  his  own  hands,  only  to  be  stabbed  in  turn  by  the  returning  brothers. 
When  the  Wife  enters  the  scene  and  perceives  the  gruesome  outcome  of  her 
jealousy,  she  calls  her  attendants  to  mourn  the  loss  with  her.  Now  the  Guardian 
rolls  out  from  under  the  cloak,  halts  his  marionettes’  play  and  sends  them 
back  to  their  mechanical  existence,  appearing  fully  satisfied  with  the  scene  they 
have  enacted  with  him.

A Programme  of  Artists 

The  programme  for  Artists’  Niglit  includes  some  of  the  most  striking  examples 
of  music  inspired  by  the  pictorial  arts.  Moussorgsky,  while  gazing  at  a posthumous 
exhibition  of  pictures  by  his  dear  friend,  Victor  Hartmann,  conceived  the  idea  of 
writing  certain  of  the  pictures  in  tones,  as  a suite  for  the  piano.  Maurice  Ravel 
later  transcribed  the  music,  using  the  richer  tone  palette  of  a large  modern  or- 
chestra. The  “promenade”  shows  Moussorgsky  himself  walking  from  picture  to 
picture.  The  Bydlo,  a lumbering  Polish  oxcart  on  solid  wooden  wheels.  Ravel  aptly 
gives  to  the  tuba  solo.  The  finale  describes  a sketch  made  by  Hartmann  for  a 
massive  city  gate  in  the  oriental  style. 

Debussy,  contemporary  of  the  French  impressionist  painters,  was  one  of  the  most 
pictorial  of  composers.  “La  Boheme,”  opera  of  the  Paris  Latin  Quarter,  speaks 
for  itself.  Stolz’s  song  is  taken  from  the  German  film  “Der  Raub  der  Mona  Lisa.” 

WEBER’S  CONCERT  PIECE 

Weber  thus  described  the  poetical  idea  of  his  Conzertstiick  to  his  wife  and 
his  friend,  Benedict,  one  morning  as  he  played  to  them  his  then  newly  finished 
composition  : 

“The  Chatelaine  sits  all  alone  on  her  balcony  gazing  far  away  into  the  distance. 
Her  knight  has  gone  to  the  Holy  I^and.  Years  have  passed  by,  battles  have  been 
fought.  Is  he  still  alive?  Will  she  ever  see  him  again?  Her  excited  imagination 
calls  up  a vision  of  her  husband  lying  wounded  and  forsaken  on  the  battlefield. 
Can  she  not  fly  to  him  and  die  by  his  side?  She  falls  back  unconscious.  But  hark  ! 
what  notes  are  those  in  the  distance?  Over  there  in  the  forest  something  flashes 
in  the  sunlight — nearer  and  nearer.  Knights  and  squires  with  the  cross  of  the 
Crusaders,  banners  waving,  acclamations  of  the  people  ; and  there — it  is  he  ! She 
sinks  into  his  arms.  Love  is  triumphant.  Happiness  without  end.  The  very  woods 
and  waves  sing  the  song  of  love  ; a thousand  voices  proclaim  his  victory.”

Reviews  of  His  First  Concert  as  Guest  Conductor  at 
the  London  Music  Festival 
(May  15,  1933) 

LONDON  POST— 

“London  had  the  high  privilege  of  weleoining  that  great  eondnetor, 
Serge  Koussevitzky,  at  the  Queen’s  Hall  for  the  seeond  week  of  the  London 
Music  Festival  organized  hy  the  enterprise  of  the  British  Broadcasting 
Coni])any. 

“The  selection  of  Prokolieff’s  ‘Syinphonie  Classicpie,’  Sibelius’  Seventh 
and  Tchaikovsky’s  Fifth  Synii)honies  was  an  uncoinmonly  happy  one,  for 
they  all  ))ossess  a kind  of  coninion  denomination,  yet  are  wholly  ditferen- 
tiated.  Nor  could  any  three  pieces  of  music  have  been  better  chosen  to  show 
off  Mr.  Koussevitzky’s  versatile  gifts  as  a conductor. 

“The  manner  in  which  Koussevitzky  handled  all  three  was  nothing 
less  than  extraordinary.  Such  was  his  insight  into  the  characteristics  of 
the  coini»osers  that  one  felt  that  each  in  turn  was  his  favorite,  the  man 
whom  he  delighted  to  honor,  which,  needless  to  say.  is  the  highest  com- 
pliment that  can  he  paid  to  an  interjiretative  artist.  Perhaps  it  is  un- 
necessary in  the  cas(‘  of  a conductor  of  his  standing  to  stress  the  impeccable 
rhythm,  the  beautiful  feeling  for  tonal  balance.  But  one  must  stress  his 
uncanny  power  over  the  orchestra.  Splendidly  as  the  orchestra  often  play, 
1 would  not  have  believed  that  the  strings  could  have  displayed  the 
strength  they  achieved  in  the  Sibelius,  or  that  the  whole  orchestra  could 
have  attaiiK'd  the  barbaiac  frenzy  to  which  they  I'ose  in  the  last  movement 
of  Tchaikovsky. 

“But  then.  Koussevitzky’s  handling  of  this  particular  movement  was 
pei-haps  in  reality  the  most  remarkable  thing  in  the  evening.  Every  musician 
knows  its  jutfalls  : they  seemed  not  to  exist.  Small  wonder,  then,  that  at 
the  end  tin*  huge  audiiaice  went  mad  with  enthusiasm.  It  was  never  better 
deserved.*’  — Francis  Toye. 

LONDON  TniES— 

“Tr  is  many  years  siii(*e  the  conductor  of  the  Boston  S.vmphony  Or- 
chestra has  visited  London,  and  the  large  audience  welcomed  his  return  to 
tlu‘  (Queen's  Hall  very  warmly. 

“In  th(‘  ]>orformances.  the  character  of  each  work  was  finel.v  realized. 
Prokofieff’s  Symphony  was  exquisite  in  finish  and  not  without  a touch 
of  fun.  Sibelius’  was  at  once  ]>recise  in  detail  and  full  of  restrained  energy. 
Its  gramhmr  and  its  eloquence  were  apparent  in  spite  of  a refinement  that, 
l)erhaps,  left  out  of  account  something  of  its  native  ruggedness. 

“After  the  interval  ]M.  Koussevitzky,  to  use  a colloquialism,  let  himself 
go  in  an  intensely  dramatic  performance  of  Tchaikovsky’s  Symphony,  which 
yet  avoided  vulgarity,  noisiness  and,  miraculously,  in  view  of  the  pace 
at  whicli  he  took  the  slow  movement,  sentimentality.  The  playing  of  the 
orchestra  was  throughout  entirely  worthy  of  the  special  nature  of  the 
occasion,  which  is  indicated  in  the  woial  ‘festival,’  ” 

LONDON  TELEGRAPH— 

“To  know  Sibelius  well  one  must  possess  the  power  of  divining  his 
thought.  ’Fhose  long  climaxes,  those  curious  melodic  designs,  cannot  be 
realized  by  systems  that  respond  well  in  the  case  of  music  which  has 
iri-own  out  of^i  long  tradition.  And  Mr.  Koussevitzky  gave  us  an  interpre- 
tation which  was  not  only  technically  superb,  but  closely  in  sympathy 
with  Sibelius’  mind  and  emotion. 

‘‘The  Tchaikovsky  symphony  revived  memories  of  early  wonders  and 
early  Proms.  It  was  played  freeiy,  but  without  the  rhythmic  oddities  some 
conductors  consider  essential  to  Tchaikovsky — ^wdth  utmost  ease  and  mag- 
nificent energy.”

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London  Hears  Koussevitzky 

Reviews  of  His  First  Concert  as  Guest  Conductor  at 
the  London  Music  Festival 
(May  15,  1933) 

LONDON  POST— 

“London  had  the  high  privilege  of  welcoming  that  great  conductor, 
Serge  Koussevitzky,  at  the  Queen’s  Hall  for  the  second  week  of  the  London 
Music  Festival  organized  by  the  enterprise  of  the  British  Broadcasting 
Company. 

“The  selection  of  Prokotielf’s  ‘Symphonie  Classiciue,’  Sibelius’  Seventh 
and  Tchaikovsky’s  Fifth  Symphonies  was  an  uncommonly  happy  one,  for 
they  all  jmssess  a kind  of  common  denomination,  yet  are  wholly  differen- 
tiated. Nor  could  any  three  pieces  of  music  have  been  better  chosen  to  show 
off  Mr.  Koussevitzky’s  versatile  gifts  as  a conductor. 

“The  manner  in  which  Koussevitzky  handled  all  three  was  nothing 
less  than  extraordinary.  Such  was  his  insight  into  the  characteristics  of 
the  composers  that  one  felt  that  each  in  turn  was  his  favorite,  the  man 
whom  he  delighted  to  honor,  which,  needless  to  say,  is  the  highest  com- 
pliment that  can  be  paid  to  an  interpreLitive  artist.  Perhaps  it  is  un- 
necessary in  the  case  of  a conductor  of  his  standing  to  stress  the  impeccable 
rhythm,  the  beautiful  feeling  for  tonal  balance.  But  one  must  stress  his 
uncanny  power  over  the  orchestra.  Splendidly  as  the  orchestra  often  play, 
1 would  not  have  believed  that  the  strings  could  have  displayed  the 
strength  they  achieved  in  the  Sibelius,  or  that  the  whole  orchestra  could 
have  attained  the  barbaric  frenzy  to  which  they  rose  in  the  last  movement 
of  Tchaikovsky. 

“But  then,  Koussevitzky’s  handling  of  this  particular  movement  was 
perhaps  in  reality  the  most  remarkable  thing  in  the  evening.  Every  musician 
knows  its  pitfalls  ; they  seemed  not  to  exist.  Small  Avonder,  then,  that  at 
the  end  the  huge  audience  Avent  mad  Avith  enthusiasm.  It  Avas  never  better 
deserved.”  — Francis  Toye. 

LONDON  TIMES— 

‘Tr  is  many  years  since  the  conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra has  visited  London,  and  the  large  audience  welcomed  his  return  to 
the  Queen's  Hall  very  warmly. 

“In  the  performances,  the  character  of  each  work  was  finely  realized. 
Prokofieff’s  Symphony  was  exquisite  in  finish  and  not  Avithoiit  a touch 
of  fun.  Sibelius’  Avas  at  once  ])recise  in  detail  and  full  of  restrained  energy. 
Its  grandeur  and  its  eloquence  AA^ere  apparent  in  spite  of  a refinement  that, 
perhaps,  left  out  of  account  something  of  its  native  ruggedness. 

“After  the  interval  INI.  Koussevitzky,  to  use  a colloquialism,  let  himself 
go  in  an  intensely  dramatic  performance  of  Tchaikovsky’s  Symphony,  which 
yet  avoided  vulgarity,  noisiness  and,  miraculously,  in  view  of  the  pace 
at  AA’hich  he  took  the  slow  movement,  sentimentality.  The  playing  of  the 
orchestra  Avas  throughout  entirely  worthy  of  the  special  nature  of  the 
occasion,  Avhich  is  indicated  in  the  Avord  ‘festival.’  ” 

LONDON  TELEGRAPH— 

“To  know  Sibelius  AA^ell  one  must  possess  the  power  of  divining  his 
thought.  Those  long  climaxes,  those  curious  melodic  designs,  cannot  be 
realized  by  systems  that  respond  well  in  the  case  of  music  which  has 
groAvn  out  of  a long  tradition.  And  Mr.  Koussevitzky  gave  us  an  interpre- 
tation which  was  not  only  technically  superb,  but  closely  in  sympathy 
with  Sibelius’  mind  and  emotion. 

“Tlie  Tchaikovsky  symphony  revNed  memories  of  early  wonders  and 
early  Proms.  It  was  played  freely,  but  without  the  rhythmic  oddities  some 
conductors  consider  essential  to  Tchaikovsky — with  utmost  ease  and  mag- 
nificent energy.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 

KOU8SEATTZKY 

“The  really  «:::reat  things  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs condncted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  (piality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  bnt  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  ns  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
AAo  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nut  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular ; but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  line  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest ; here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
up  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
uj)on  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
dihiculties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
})erfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole:  the 
Idyll,  witli  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  was  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding : Mr.  Konssevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
Avithout  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 


KOUSSEVITZKY 


“Tlie  really  great  things  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  quality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  but  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  ns  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
-has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nut  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular;  but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  fine  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest;  here,  as  in  the  ^Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking' 
up  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difliculties  for  any  listener;  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
})ression  of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

‘ddf  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  Aveek  Ave  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  Avith  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  Ill  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  OA^erture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a Avdiole : the 
Idyll,  Avitli  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  Avas  particularly  beautiful. 

‘‘The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  Ave  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
()L  understanding;  Mr.  KousseAutzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
Avithout  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  Auilgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 


KOUSSEVITZKY 

“Tlie  really  great  things  ot*  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
Tlie  B.  B.  C.  Orcliestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  (piality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  but  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  ns  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  tlie  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelins.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nnt  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular ; bnt  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  line  stuff  of  wliich  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest;  here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
np  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  ill  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difficulties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  tlie  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole : the 
Idyll,  Avitli  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  was  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding:  Mr.  Konssevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
Avithout  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 

KOUSSEVITZKY 

‘The  really  great  things  of  the  Aveek  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Koussevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  TestivaL’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  Avay  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  quality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  but  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  us  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  tlie  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nut  for  even 
tlie  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular;  but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  fine  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest;  here,  as  in  the  Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
np  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difiicnlties  for  any  listener;  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

‘^Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  Ave  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  NeAer  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  giA^en  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  OA^erture)  we  haA^e  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole ; the 
Idyll,  Avitli  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  Avas  particularly  beautiful. 

^‘The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  A\^e  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding:  Mr.  Koussevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
Avithout  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 


KOUSSEVITZKY 

^‘The  really  great  things  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  quality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  but  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
showm  us  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  tw^o  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nut  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular ; but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  fine  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest ; here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  w-e  see  him  at  last  taking 
up  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difficulties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  w^orks  of  the  w eek  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  wdth  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a wLole : the 
Idyll,  wdtli  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
linish,  wms  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  w^ork  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding : Mr.  Konssevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
without  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 

KOUSSEVITZKY 

‘The  really  gjreat  thinj^s  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  quality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  bnt  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  ns  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nut  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular ; but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  fine  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest ; here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
up  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difficulties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
l)ression  of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonic 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  pro])ortions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole:  the 
Idyll,  witli  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  was  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding : Mr.  Konssevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
without  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 

KOUSSEVITZKY 

^Tlie  really  great  things  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  (piality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  but  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  ns  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelins.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nnt  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular ; but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  line  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest ; here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
up  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difficulties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classhpie’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole : the 
Idyll,  with  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
linish,  was  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding : Mr.  Konssevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
without  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 

KOUSSEVITZKY 

^‘Tlic  really  great  things  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr,  Koussevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a longish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  quality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  bnt  under  Mr.  Koussevitzky  it  has 
shown  us  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  authoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nut  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular;  but  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  fine  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest ; here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
up  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difficulties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole:  the 
Idyll,  with  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  was  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding : Mr.  Koussevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
without  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

The  World  of  Music 

By  ERNEST  NEWMAN 

KOUSSEVITZKY 

‘‘Tlie  really  ^reat  things  of  the  week  have  been  the  three  con- 
certs conducted  by  Mr.  Konssevitzky  for  the  B.  B.  C.  ‘Festival.’ 
The  B.  B.  C.  Orchestra  is  still  a loutish  way  behind  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  both  in  the  quality  of  some  of  its  personnel 
and  in  the  matter  of  style;  but  under  Mr.  Konssevitzky  it  has 
shown  ns  the  great  possibilities  latent  in  it.  In  all  its  history  it 
has  never  played  so  brilliantly  as  it  has  done  during  the  past  week. 
We  have  had  the  most  anthoritative  performances  conceivable 
of  two  of  the  finest  of  modern  symphonies — the  second  of  Bax  and 
the  seventh  of  Sibelius.  Neither  of  these  is  an  easy  nnt  for  even 
the  experienced  listener  to  crack,  and  it  will  take  time  for  either 
of  them  to  become  popular;  bnt  at  any  rate  we  have  now  been 
shown  the  fine  stuff  of  which  they  are  made.  The  No.  7 is  Sibelius 
at  his  greatest ; here,  as  in  the  ‘Tapiola,’  we  see  him  at  last  taking 
np  again  the  line  he  seemed  to  abandon  for  so  long  after  touching 
upon  it  in  the  fourth  symphony.  Textually  the  work  presents  no 
difficulties  for  any  listener:  it  is  in  the  intensity  and  the  com- 
pression of  the  thinking  that  the  hearer’s  problem  lies. 

“Of  the  more  familiar  works  of  the  week  we  have  also  had  some 
model  performances.  Never  before,  in  London,  has  the  ‘Symphonie 
Classique’  of  Prokoviev  been  given  with  such  lightness  and  grace 
of  touch.  In  the  Wagner  pieces  (the  Venusberg  music,  the  Sieg- 
fried Idyll,  and  the  ‘Meistersinger’  overture)  we  have  had  the 
perfect  combination  of  beauty  in  detail  and  the  architect’s  sense 
of  the  proportions  and  the  build  of  the  works  as  a whole : the 
Idyll,  with  its  tranquil  flow  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  the 
steadily  growing  climax,  and  the  gradual  ebbing  of  the  tide  at  the 
finish,  was  particularly  beautiful. 

“The  reading  of  the  fifth  symphony  of  Tchaikovski  not  only 
blotted  out  the  memory  of  the  many  bad  performances  we  have 
had  of  the  work  during  recent  years,  but  raised  the  composer 
in  our  estimation.  It  is  all  a matter,  seemingly,  of  proportion  and 
of  understanding:  Mr.  Konssevitzky  showed  us  that,  for  one  thing, 
the  utmost  intensity  can  be  given  to  Tchaikovski’s  ardent  phrases 
without  their  being  made  to  appear  hysterical  or  vulgar,  and,  for 
another  thing,  that  the  symphony  is  an  organic  whole.”

A BRITISH  ESTIMATE  OF 
SERGE  KOUSSEVITZKY 


Of  that  gifted  liaiulfnl  of  iimsicians,  the  «reat  iiiteriiatioiial 
conductors  whose  careers  are  spent  for  the  most  part  in  protitably 
rollinj^  their  reputations  round  the  world,  few  have  hitherto 
borne  Russian  names.  There  is,  of  course,  a possible  explana- 
tion : less  than  any  European  nation  has  Russia  at  any  time  will- 
ingly consented  to  share  her  artists  with  other  countries,  and  it 
may  be  due  only  to  the  accident  of  circumstance  that  one  of  the 
greatest  conductors  of  today  should  be  at  the  same  time  a world- 
figure  and  a Russian.  . . . 

In  1924,  Koussevitzky  was  invited  to  till  the  post  of  conductor 
of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  celebrated  orchestras  in  America, 
the  Boston  Sympliony  Orchestra. 

Founded  in  1881,  with  that  youthful  veteran  Georg  (now  Sir 
George)  Henschel  as  its  first  conductor,  the  Boston  Sym])hony 
Orchestra  has  made  distinguished  musical  liistory  in  the  United 
States  for  linlf  a century.  Amongst  its  conductors,  after  Henschel, 
liave  been  Arthur  Xikisch,  Wilhelm  Gericke,  Karl  Muck,  Pierre 
Monteux,  and  now  Koussevitzky.  For  many  years  it  was  indis- 
])utably  the  finest  orchestra  in  America,  and  under  its  present 
chief  still  holds  its  own  against  formidable  rivalry  without  effort. 

Although  Koussevitzky  took  first  to  conducting  at  an  age  much 
later  than  does  the  average  student,  lie  is  none  the  less  a born 
conductor,  and  there  are  those  who  declare  that  he  and  Toscanini 
are  in  a class  by  themselves.  However  that  may  be,  none  will 
question  his  riglit  to  be  regarded  as  heir-in-chief  of  the  great 
modern  tradition  of  conducting  exercised  and  bequeathed  by 
Xikisch.  He  has  many  of  the  Xikisch  characteristics,  a marked 
lyrical  bent  and  a love  of  sonority,  a habit  of  directing  by  mark- 
ing the  metre  rather  than  by  indicating  the  beats,  and  a knowl- 
edge of  the  score  that  not  only  penetrates  to  the  soul  of  it,  but 
engraves  it  on  tlie  brain. 

His  repertory  is  enormous;  as  an  instance,  during  his  first 
two  years  at  Boston  he  conducted  fifty- two  concerts  without  re- 
peating a single  item  in  any  of  the  programmes.  His  taste,  too, 
is  catholic  in  its  widest  sense.  He  based  his  first  preferences 
upon  the  three  B’s  (Bach,  Beethoven,  and  Brahms),  nourished 
them  on  the  composers  of  his  native  Russia,  and  has  since  ex- 
tended them  to  embrace  practically  everything,  classical  or 
modern,  which  is  scored  for  orchestra,  provided  it  is  written 
with  sincerity,  and  deports  itself  with  dignity.  His  publishing 
activities  alone  (he  founded  and  has  long  directed  the  Edition 
Russe  de  Musique)  are  ample  proof  of  his  broad  enthusiasms  and 
modern  sympathies.
